A large number of the cases which ara ‘de- 
cided by Mr Wodehou:e should, ‘without 
doubt, be sent for trial before ajucy; but 
the Attorney General, before he accepts « 
case, requires depositions of a strictly legal 
nature. Our senior Magistrate, a8 ho de- 
Iights-to be culled, is not ‘a lawyer, and 
hence the trouble. Moiinwhile, murderers, 
obbers, pirates and thieves, grin and got 
the best of it; and tho community .suffers. 
But this is not all. The smaller cases, in
